G uatem ala City, Nov. 8.—(U.P)—The 
belching crater of S anta M aria vol­ 
cano was quiet today, but from a de­ 
vastated area 20 miles square about 
its 
base 
searchers

stories of horror th a t rivalled the tales 
of the destruction of the ancient city 
of Pompeii. 
N early a week 
has 
passed 
since 
Santa Maria, quiet for 27 years, broke 
forth in a three-day eruption which is 
unofficially estim ated to have taken a 
toll of at least 300 lives. 
Many more 
lie in crowded hospitals, burned and 
mangled by the falling 
stones 
and 
gushing molten lava of the “Vesuvius” 
of Guatemala. 
It was 9:30 P. M. Saturday when 
deep subterranean rumblings 
broke 
through the quiet of the coffee plan­ 
tations and interrupted the week-end 
m erry-m aking of the plantation 
set­ 
tlers. 
The roar gathered in intensity, 
enveloping the southern 
slopes 
and 
w ithin a few minutes, ashes, burning 
sand and stones began falling over a 
region IOO miles square. 
Stream s of lava gushed 
over 
the 
cra te r’s edge, rushing down the vol­ 
cano’s slope through old 
clefts 
and 
form ing into rivers of death as the 
sm aller stream s combined in the wide 
crevices of the volcano’s side. 
Many of the settlers were 
asleep. 
M any were victims of the intense heat, 
others choked to death in the poison­ 
ous fumes, the dust laden atm osphere 


London, Nov. 8.—(U.R)—A vast 
double dam across the English 
channel between Deal, England, 
and Callais, France, carrying two 
railway tracks, an automobile road 
and providing a ship canal, has 
been suggested by Jules Jaeger, 
Swiss engineer, as a substitute for 
the proposed underground channel 
tunnel.

On the dressing table of one bed­ 
room, searchers found a therm om eter 
the m ercury of which had risen to the 
top in the intense heat. 
A band of m arim ba players

found in a huddle, their instrum ents 
beside them and their dead hands still 
holding the pins w ith

their 
instrum ents. 
The

m errym akers 
resembled 
mumm ies. 
The only living thing in a settlem ent 
of 25 people was a tiny girl who was 
found in the em brace of her dead 
mother. 
The child was taken to a 
hospital and laid beside scores of oth­ 
ers who had escaped before they were 
trapped by the encircling rivers 
of 
lava. 
The searchers still were attem pting 
to find a group of men, women and 
children, sighted by an aviator yes­ 
terday on a high mount, surrounded 
by lava which was flowing all about 
them.

The present rate has been set by the 
tariff commission acting under 
the 
flexible tariff provision a yea** ago. 
Manganese ore, used by the steel 
corporation! in manufacturing steel, 
was taken from the free list and sub­ 
jected to a duty of I cent a pound. 
The proposed increase In protection 
for structural steel was 
eliminated. 
The industrialists wanted three-tentha 
of a cent a pound instead of one-fifth 
of a cent, which would be an Increase 
of 50 per cent and a very high duty. 
Senators from the

tions point out privately that the new 
rates are much 
worse 
from 
their 
standpoint than the present law which 
they agree is generally “ a good law.” 
Their inclination therefore ie natur- 
urally swung toward complete aban­ 
donment of the present bill and reten­ 
tion of the law now in force.
